Amendments 

1. In Bye-law 1, under definition 31, in line 2, delete 
the figure and word “100 maunds” and substitute in their 
place the figure and word “4000 Kilograms”. 

2. In Bye-law 1, definition 36 may be deleted. 

3. In Bye-law 52, in line 3, after the words “2 Naye 
Paise” delete the words “per bag of 2.25 Bengali Maund” 
and substitute in their, place the figure and words “per 
100 Kilograms”. 

4. In Bye-law 59(b), in line 3, after the figure and words 
“100 bags of” delete the figure and words “2.25 Bengali 
Maund” and substitute in their place the figure and word 
“84 Kilograms”. 

5. In Bye-law 59(c), after the words “more than" delete 
the figure and word “100 tolas” and substitute in their 
place the figure and word “1500 grams”. 

6. In Bye-law 93(b), after the words “shall be” delete 
the figure and word “100 maunds” and substitute in their 
place the figure and words “4000 Kilograms and the unit 
of price quotation shall be 40 kilograms”. 

7. In Bye-law 94(l)(a), in line 3, after the words “at 
the rate of” delete the words “two naye paise per maund” 
and substitute in their place the words “five naye paise per 
hundred Kilograms”. 

8. In Bye-law 94(1) (b), in line 3, after the words “at the 
rate of” delete the words “Re. 0.50 per maund” and substi- 
tute in their place the words “Rs. 1.25 per hundred Kilo- 
grams” and in line 6, delete the words “Re, 0.50 per maund” 
and substitute in their place the words "Rs. 1.25 per hund- 
red kilograms”. 

9. In Bye-law 94(l)(b)(i), in line 2, after the words “at 
the rate of” delete the words “2 naye paise per maund” and 
substitute in their place the words “5 naye paise per hund- 
red kilograms”. 

10. In Bye-law 94(1) (b) (ii), in line 2, after the words, “at 
the rate of” delete the words “2 naye paise per maund” and 
substitute in their place the words “5 naye paise per 
hundred Kilograms” and in line 3, after the words “quality 
allowance of” delete the words “Re. 0.50 per maund” and 
substitute in their place the words “Rs. 1.25 per hundred 
Kilograms”. 

11. In Bye-law 112(a), in line 1, after the words and 
figure “Re. 0.25 per” delete the word “maund” and substi- 
tute In its place the words “40 Kilograms”. 
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12. In Bye-law 122(b), in line 2, after the words “units 
bf” delete the figure and word “100 maunds” and substitute 
in their place the figure and word “4000 Kilograms”. 

13. In Bye-law 138, in line 16, delete the word “maund” 
and substitute in its place the figure and word “40 kilo- 
grams”. 

14. In Bye-law 150, in line 2, delete the figure and word 
"100 maunds” and substitute in their place the figure and 
word “4000 Kilograms”. 

15. In Bye-law 156, in line 8, after the words “rate of” 
delete the words “half a seer” and substitute in their 
place the words “half Kilogram”. 

16. In Bye-law 258(b), in line 4, after the words “Re. 0.50 
per” delete the word “maund” and substitute in its place 
the figure and word “40 Kilograms”. 

17. In Bye-law 258(h), in line 7, delete the word, “maund” 
and substitute in its place the figure and word “40 Kilo- 
grams”. 

18. In the forms “Form for Hedge Contract” and “Form 
for Confirmation of Hedge Contract”, in the appendix, the 
word “maund” wherever it may be, be replaced by the 
figure and word “40 Kilograms” and the word ‘maunds” 
by the word “Kilograms”. 

19. In Delivery Order form and Demand Notice form, in 
the appendix, the figure and word “100 maunds” wherever, 
it may be, be substituted by the figure and word “4000 
Kilograms” and the word “maund” by the figure and word 
“40 Kilograms”. 

20. After Bye-law 270A, the following new Bye-law as 
Bye-law 270B shall be inserted: — 

“270B. The metric system and relevant amendments 
adopted in that respect shall apply to Relli Hedge Contract 
of Jeth 2018 and subsequent deliveries.”

Commission, under sub-section (1) of section 11 of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952, (74 of 1952), read 
with S. 0.1162, dated the 4th May 1960, has been obtained 
to the following amendment made to the Bye-laws of 
India Pepper and Spice Trade Association, Cochin. 

In the said Bye-laws: — 

After Bye-law 65, the following Bye-law shall be added, 
namely : — 

“65A. Notwithstanding anything contained in any of 
the trading bye-laws, rules and regulations, it 
shall be competent for the Board with the con- 
currence of the Forward Markets Commission to 
prohibit trading during any day in hedge and/or 
transferable specific delivery contracts in pepper 
at a price higher or lower than the closing rate 
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of the previous business day plus or minus any 
sum as may be fixed by the Board from time to 
time. 

Provided that the sum fixed must be by a 
majority of atleast two-thirds of the directors 
present and voting and must be concurred in by 
the forward Markets, Commission. 

Provided further that any sum so fixed may be 
varied by the Board in a like manner as in the 
first proviso above.” 

In pursuance of the proviso to sub-section (4) of section 
11 of the said Act the Deputy Director, Forward Markets 
Commission, has dispensed with the condition of previous 
publication of the above amendment in the interest of the 
trade.
